President Re^n urdered the C!A badk into 
domatiic operations on Dec. 4, 1981, s^nddng pro- 
tests from many cWa Uberties organizationa. 

TTie student group, which until 1978 w« catM 
the NationaJ Shidest Asaodation (MSA), sued in 
-June, 1982. foe acoee to ifei OA fite, bi a wkfcly 
publidzed 1967 controversy, NSA had bean 
exposed as a CIA ftoot.

secret. Under noraial cwirt pioeedtees, whra »

The student association is now trying l«> con- 
wnce U.S. District Court Judge June L. Green to 
order the release of the 1,500 CIA documents ac- 
cumulated thriKjgh 1979 and listed in the index. 

In a surprise move June 21. Green ordered the 
agency to produce for her inspectioR ‘an unexpur- 
pted copy of every 25th document it has indexed 
in this actiwi.* freoording to CIA attonwy Molly 
Jean Tasker. Those documents were submitted to 
th^udge July & 

■Hje step was unusual for two teasorre. said the 
i^udente*. attorney, David Snbek the judge asked 
tor the documents instead of waiting for the stu- 
dent association to retitrest her mspeddon. and she 
refused a CIA ^uest, usually granted, to supply 
aRldavits describing the secret docunrents. 

According to the document index, the CIA ac- 
cumulated more than 372 pages on the student 
group after Febuaiy, 1969, inefaxiing 28 pages in 
I97a Att CIA-or^nated materials regarding the 
organization from 1978 on. and moat from other 
recent years, are being witMieid by the agency. 

These materials are clasdfied “Secret" becaure. 
according to the index, they reveal ‘mteiligenoe 
methods" and crmlain CIA employe tames as well 
as ‘mteltigence sources" and “ciyptonyms and 
parodonyma." 

The ii^ei, which was obtained by this reporter 
from Sobei, notes thart one document, dated Aug. 
4, 1978, "eooBBts of brief statements which would 
kientify a method used to support inteUigenro 
activities." Another, dated July 27, 1978, “state* in 
precise detail, step by step, a method used to sup- 
port tntolUgntKe aetivitiea.*
